The  first  connections  were  made  to  the  Orleton  supply, 
some  57  properties  being  connected  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  anticipated  that  mains  water  will  be  brought 
to  Kingsland,  Yarpole  and  Bircher  shortly,  and  schemes  are 
being  drawn  up  for  supplying  the  Leysters,  ICimbolton  and 
Pudleston  areas  from  the  Easton  bore.

Periodical  sampling  of  all  the  Board1  s  supplies  is 
carried  out  and  the  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Samples  from  the  Lucton  supply  continued  to 
be  unsatisfactory  and  chlorination  of  the  water  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Contamination  also 
occurred  at  Linger,  Bodenham  and  Adforton  and  in  each  case 
steps  were  taken  by  the  Board  to  trace  the  cause  and  restore 
a  satisfactory  supply. 
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Other  Water  Supplies 

Throughout  the  district  a  number  of  houses  are 
without  individual  water  supply,  and  in  other  parts 
without  main  supplies  water  is  mainly  from  shallow  wells 
and  springs,  and  is  often  not  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

As  well  as  the  direct  and  obvious  drawbacks  of  insufficient 
supplies  of  water,  improvement  of  the  standard  of  housing 
in  the  affected  areas  is  retarded. 

Gertain  groups  of  houses,  large  and  small,  are  at 
present  supplied  with  piped  water  from  private  sources. 

In  many  of  these  cases  the  amount,  quality  at  source,  and 
pressure  of  water  is  good,  but  due  to  the  lack  of  proper 
control  and  knowledge  the  water  becomes  polluted  before 
reaching  the  consumer.  In  cases  where  pollution  is 
discovered  or  advice  sought,  steps  are  taken  to  trace  and 
remove  the  contamination,  and  until  the  water  is  certified 
as  wholesome  warnings'  are  given  that  the  water  should  be 
boiled. 

Water  Sampling 

One  hundred  and  eighty two  samples  of  water  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  and 
sent  to  the  laboratory  at  Hereford.  These  samples  produced 
the  following  results:

Sewage  disposal  works  on  Council  house  estates  have 
received  frequent  inspection.  These  plants  are  working 
satisfactorily.  The  contents  of  the  settling  tanks  and 
humus  tanks  are  removed  at  regular  intervals. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  district  sewage  disposal 
at  individual  premises  where  facilities  exist,  is  mainly 
by  private  septic  tank,  and  in  other  cases  pail  closets 
and  some  privvies  are  in  use.  There  are,  however,  far  too 
many  houses  where  the  sink  drainage  discharges  into  the 
nearest  ditch,  often  the  highway  ditch.  The  answer  to  this 
does  not  lie  in  piping  the  ditch  as  this  only  removes  the 
offensive  matter  to  another  place,  but  in  requiring  the 
owners  to  provide  adequate  drainage  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  even  though  this  may  mean  the  provision  of  a 
sealed  cesspool  which  will  require  regular  emptying. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  curbside  collection  of  refuse,  operated  by  the 
Council,  is  carried  out  twice  monthly  in  the  built-up  areas 
of  the  larger  parishes,  and  once  monthly  in  the  remainder 
of  the  district.  This  frequency  gives  rise  to  difficulties, 
both  in  the  built-up  areas  when  a  third  week  occurs  between 
collections,  and  in  the  other  areas,  particularly  if  for 
some  reasons,  e.g.  weather  conditions  or  the  householders 
forgetting  to  put  the  bin  out,  a  collection  is  missed. 

The  exceptionally  bad  winter  of  1962/3  resulted  in 
severe  dislocation  of  the  rounds  and  certain  remote  parts 
of  the  district  were  without  a  collection  for  2  or  3  months. 
Difficulties  were  experienced  with  running  the  vehicle  in 
the  extremely  cold  weather  and  credit  must  be  given  to  the 
men  employed  on  this  work  for  maintaining  the  service  in 
the  major  part  of  the  district. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  main  tip 
being  at  Shobdon  and  others  at  Leintwardine,  Brimfield  and 
Risbury. 

Trouble  is  still  being  experienced  with  the  un¬ 
authorised  dumping  of  old  cars  and  body  parts  on  these  tips; 
the  disposal  of  old  cars  has  become  a  country-wide  problem. 
The  low  price  of  scrap  metal  makes  it  uneconomical  to 
prepare  a  car  for  scrap,  which  involves  removing  all  non- 
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REFU3E  COLLECTION  (Continued) 

metalic  parts.  Certain  people  therefore  are  ever  ready 
to  find  any  easy  way  of  parting  with  their  worn  out 
vehicles,  regardless  of  all  other  considerations* 

A3. though  a  Hereford  firm  have  publicly  announced 
that  they  will  dispose  of  any  old  vehicles  taken  to  them, 
many  owners  are  not  prepared  to  incur  the  e^qpense  or 
trouble  in  transporting  cars  and  vans  to  their  scrapyard. 


HOUSING- 

The  S toons  Bridge  housing  estate  was  completed 
early  in  the  year  and  19  families  from  unfit  houses  in  the 
area  were  rehoused.  An  additional  8  dwellings  were 
completed  at  Shobdon  five  of  which  house  families  from 
unfit  houses. 

35  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  and  17  were  built  by  private  persons.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  are  18  permanent  and  temporary  residential  sites  in 
the  district  licenced  for  a  total  of  29  caravans.  During  the  year 
three  licences  were  renewed  and  five  new  licences  were  issued  in 
respect  of  those  sites.  In  five  cases  the  sites  are  licenced 
pending  the  erection  of  dwellings. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  7  Bites,  catering  for 
69  vans,  approved  for  holiday  purposes  in  respect  of  which  one 
new  licence  and  one  renewal  were  issued  during  the  year. 

From  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  regarding  caravans 
occupied  by  gypsies  being  parked  in  certain  areas.  Many  of  these 
people  are  employed  by  local  farmers  during  the  various  seasons 
and  try  to  find  winter  quarters  in  the  are$.  The  services  of 
these  people  are  in  demand  by  certain  members  of  the  community 
and  there  is  a  need  to  cater  for  the  siting  of  their  vans  during 
the  winter  months.

A  more  troublesome  typ.c  of  caravaner  has  appeared 
recently  In  the  form  of  itinerant  families  of  Irish  origin, 
trading  in  beds  and  old  furniture.  They  camp  for  several 
days  on  waste  land  and  leave  a  considerable  amount  of 
litter  including  old  mattresses  and  furniture.  •  This  has 
been  removed  by  the  Council  from  time  to  time.  These  people 
have  no  fixed  address  in  this  country  and  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  successfully  institute  proceedings  against 
them.  They  appear  to  be  attracted  to  the  district  in 
order  to  deal  with  certain  tradespeople  in  the  town  who  buy 
furniture  from  them  and  supply  them  with  new  mattresses.

Camping  holidays  are  becoming  much  more  popular 
with  the  advent  of  the' continental  type  of  tent,  but  so  far 
camping  has  not  presented  any  problem  in  the  district.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (Continued) 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19^3 >  came  into 
force  in  October.  These  regulations  require  Local 
Authorities  to  provide  100$  inspection  of  meat  and  to 
notify  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
where  inspection  cannot  be  carried  out.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  with  Ludlow  Rural  District  Council  to 
cover  periods  of  absence  due  to  leave  etc.  All  carcases 
which  are  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  are  now 
stamped. 


PETROLEUM  LICENCING 

Sixty  licences  wore  renewed  during  the  year  and 
one  new  licence  was  issued. 


CONTAMINATION  OF  GROUND  BY  POISON 


Enquiries  were  received  from  a  farmer  who  on  two 
occasions  after  confining  sheep  in  his  yard  for  a  short 
period  had  lost  a  number  due  to  arsenical  poisoning. 

Soil  samples  were  taken  and  analysed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  contamination 
traced  to  an  implement  shed  where  it  is  assumed  that  the 
previous  occupier,  an  agricultural  contractor,  had  parked 
tractors  which  had  been  employed  on  weed  spraying,  and  that 
spray  had  dripped  on  to  the  ground  from  'the  tanks  and  the 
spray  arms.  The  soil  was  removed  and  buried  and  the 
floor  of  the  shed  concreted.

All  Local  Authority  refuse  tips  are  treated  at  regular 
intervals  for  rats  and  vermin,  and  sewer  outfalls  received 
treatment  when  infested.
